Hi a year when newspapers 


generally 
are 
proapering 


another metropolitan daily has 
quit, with disturbing abrupt- 
ness. 


The Washington (D.C.) Daily 


News.evening, suspended 
publication with the iaaue of 
Thursday, there being no 
warning 
before 
the 
an* 


nouncement Thursday that its 
name, features, and circulation 
had been acquired by the 
evening and Sunday Waah- 
ington Star, Hi* the Daily 
News was a chain newspaper 
with strong central finance and 
management still failed to 
avert the shutdown. 


The same chain, Scrippa- 


Howard, bowed out of New 
York City a few years ago; it 
was not alone—when the 
proposed merger of the New 
York Herald-Tribune, Journal- 
American, 
and 
Evening 


Telegram, came apart at the 
seams, two of the largest chains 
lost their "flag" papers, 
Hearst's Journal-American and 
S-H's Telegram. 


Metropolitans for years have 


been fighting rising costs and 
an impossible aggregation of 
unions which forced repeated 
mergers or suspensions. 


While costs were rising, 


furthermore, the metropolitan 
centers were losing population, 
merchandising, 
and 
ad- 


vertising, 
to 
prosperous 


suburbs. Foremost example is 
New York City, which in my 
school days at Columbia 
University, 1920-22, had 22 
newspapers—now reduced to 
.three publishing companies? 
The Times and Daily News, on : 
the morning side, and the Post 
alone in the evening field, 
although all three have Sunday 
editions. 


The details on the Washington 


failure are pretty grim. The 
surviving evening paper, the 
Star, has been in the red for two 
years—the late lamented Daily 
News, for five years. 


Dominant in the Washington 


field is the morning Post, whose 
advance to No. 1 started IB 
years ago when it bought Its 
rival morning paper, Times- 
Herald, owned by the Chicago 
Tribune.

Wall Street 
Journal 


dispatch carries this significant 
paragraph: 


"The closing of the Daily 


News leaves New York as the 
only city with three in- 
d e p e n d e n t l y 
owned 


newspapers. 
Chicago 


remains the only U.S. city 
with four major "general 
newspapers"—but 
the 


dispatch adds that there are 
only two publishing com- 
panies, the Tribune Co. and 
Field Enterprises, Inc. 


I can think of an even more 


extreme case: St. Louis. The 
Post-Dispatch is alone in the 
evening 
field, 
and 
the 


Newhouae chain paper, Globe- 
Democrat, in the morning—but 
the Post-Dispatch prints the 
Globe-Democrat under con- 
tract . . . actually but one 
newspaper plant in the entire 
city of St. Louis. 


But like all the metropolitan 


centers St. Louis is ringed by 
suburban papers which have 
siphoned off advertising and 
circulation—ao the industry as 
a whole remains strong and 
continues to grow.

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) - 


Sen. Thomas F. Eagleton ap- 
parently had his vice presiden- 
tial nomination cinched early 
Thursday despite a day-long 
show of decision-making by the 
McGovern camp. 


The Democratic National 


Convention's endorsement of 
Sen. George McGovern's choice 
early today followed a hectic 
Hay of telephone calls and con- 
ferences about the vice presi- 
dential spot. 


Reports of lists of candidates 


with far-ranging membership 
floated out of the McGovern en- 
tourage. But whether there was 
a list on paper with two, four, 
seven nr twenty-five names on 
it, Eagleton was the front-run- 
ner after Sen. Edward M. Ken- 
nedy's decision against running 
was accepted. 


Others 
mentioned 
by 


McGovern's staff members and 
outside participants in the day- 
long meeting Thursday had ei- 
ther said they didn't want the 


job or had not been seriously 
considered by McGo^em. 


New Orleans Mayor Moon 


Iwandrieu, for example, was re- 
ported by Rep. William Clay of 
Missouri on Thursday to have 
been one of seven possibilities 
being considered by McGovern. 
Rut no one called Landrieu at 
any time prior to or during con- 
vention week to discuss the 
vice presidency, the mayor 
said. 


Clay, a black, participated in 


discussions in McGovern's hotel 
Thursday about the vice presi- 
dency. 


Florida Gov. Reubin Askew 


and Connecticut Sen. Abraham 
Ribicoff, both reportedly on a 
four-man first of McGovern 
favorites, were sounded out 
again Thursday. But both again 
refused to accept the vice 
presidential nomination, as had 
been widely predicted. 


At 3:30 p.m. McGovern quiet- 


ly told the 10 aides and his wife 
that Eagleton was it.

Meteoric rise for 
Missouri senator 


JEFFERSON

< AP) — The selection of Thom- 
as F. Eagleton as the Demo- 
cratic vice presidential candi- 
date climaxed a meteoric rise 
in politics for the 42-year-old 
junior senator from Missouri. 


At 27, Eagleton was elected 


St. I/mis County circuit attor- 
ney; at 31, Missouri's attorney 
General: at 35, lieutenant gov- 
ernor: and at 38 Missourians 
sent him to the U.S. Senate. 


Youthful in appearance, 


Eagleton sometimes has been 
called a Kennedy-type Demo- 
crat, but he dislikes being la- 
beled either a conservative or a 
liberal. He says his views de- 
pend on the issue involved. As- 
sociates regard him as liberal 
on most matters. 


He called in 1968 for an im- 


mediate cease-fire in Vietnam, 
and was an early advocate of 
stopping the bombing there. 


Eagleton also tried to whittle 


down military spending and 
succeeded in knocking out the 
MBT70 tank as a wasteful ex- 
pense. 


He advocated wage and price 


controls to slow inflation. When 
President 
Nixon announced 


Phase I oM»i» economic con-' 
trols, Eagleton praised the ac- 
tion but told Missourians he 
hoped it wasn't "too little, too 
late." 


Eagleton has worked on labor 


and consumer issues in the Sen- 
ate. He got the Senate to adopt 
a clear labeling act. He spon- 
sored an amendment, later 
adopted, that allowed use of 
federal funds to ease the finan- 
cial strain on school districts 
caused by public housing proj- 
ects. 


As vice chairman of the Sen- 


ate's air and water pollution 
subcommittee, he has counted 
environmental problems as one 
of his main concerns in recent 
months. 


Eagleton was a principal 


sponsor of the Clean Air Act of 
1970 and was an author of the 
Water Pollution Act of 1971, 
which is still pending in a con- 
ference committee. 


Sen. Edmund S. Muskie of 


Maine was Eagleton's first 
choice for the Democratic pres- 
idential nomination, but after 
Muskie withdrew, the Mis- 
sourian joined the forces of 
Sen. George McGovem. 


McGovern urges party unity

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) - 


Democratic presidential nomi- 
nee George McGovern, vowing 
to lead a people's campaign, 
urged wildly cheering Demo- 
crats today to put behind "our 
fury and our frustrations" and 
unite to capture the White 
House from President Nixon. 


And the South Dakota senator 


appealed for help "from every 
Democrat and every Republi- 


can and independent who wants 
America to be the great and 
good land it can be." 


It was nearly 3 a.m. when the 


beaming McGovern, introduced 
by Sen. Edward M. Kennedy 
and joined by vice presidential 
nominee Thomas F. Eagleton 
and defeated presidential ri- 
vals, stepped to the rostrum of 
a tumultuous, jammed Con- 
vention Hall to accept his par- 
ty's nomination. 


The victorious nominee had 


only a few hours to rest up 
after his triumph — appear- 
ances before a unity breakfast 


for the party's House and Sente 
Campaign committees and a 
Democratic fund-raising group 
were scheduled before he re- 
turned to Washington later to- 
day. 


McGovern also had to decide 


on a new chairman for the 
Democratic 
National Com- 


mittee, which holds a morning 
organizational meeting. While 
he has pressed Chairman Law- 
rence F. O'Brien to stay on, in- 
formed sources said he would 
ask Jean Westwood, the Utah 
national committee woman, to 
take the job if O'Brien declines. 


Child development is 
interest of Mrs. McGovern 


Two views 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) - 


Eleanor McGovern said today 
she would "like to be the White 
House advocate" of the rights 
and well-being of children. 


Joining Barbara Eagleton, 


'"ife of the Democratic vice- 
V J dsidential nominee, in a joint 
session on the morning after 
the Democratic National Con- 
vention ended, Mrs. McGovern 
said she was ready to go onto 
the campaign trail after a 
South Dakota vacation in the 
Black Hills. 


Asked about how she viewed 


a possible role of First Lady, 
Mrs. McGovern said one way to 
make living in the White House 
"palatable is pursuing things 
that one is interested in." Her 
interest, she said, is child de- 
velopment. 


Among questions raised by 


reporters with Mrs. McGovern 
was the abortion issue. She said 
there is so much pro and con 
on it that she thinks it should 
be settled on the local levels 
and not become part of the 
presidential campaign. 


In the final moments of the 


convention that his supporters 
dominated 
all 
week, 
the 


triumph belonged to the one- 
time college professor from 
South Dakota. 


Waves of applause rocked the 


hall as Hubert H. Humphrey, 
Edmund S. Muskie, Henry M. 
Jackson, Shirley Chisholm and 
Terry Sanford lifted high the 
hands of the 49-year-old nomi- 
nee and his 42-year-old running 
mate from Missouri. 


Reviewing the way his cam- 


paign swept aside the estab- 
lished 
political 
leadership, 


McGovern said he would dedi- 
cate his White House campaign 
to the people, declared that 
next January he would restore 
government to their hands and 
added: 


"American politics will never 


be the same again." 


With some labor leaders still 


determined to sit out the cam- 
paign and other 
delegates 


grumbling about the ways in 
which his operatives dominated 
the convention, McGovern fore- 
cast the battle against Richard 
Nixon would bring the party 
"together in common cause" 
this fall. 


"He is the unwitting unifier 


and the fundamental issue of 
this 
national 
campaign," 


McGovern said, adding that 


• . . of McGovern 


"all of us together are going to 
help him redeem a pledge he 
made 10 years ago: that next 
year you won't have Richard 
Nixon to kick around any 
more." 


Even delegates 
who sup- 


ported the absent Gov. George 
C. Wallace joined the ovation 
when McGovern vowed to wage 
a national campaign and said, 
"We are not conceding a single 
state to Richard Nixon." 


State's delegation favors rule change

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) — 


A searching 
discussion 
in 


caucus turned the Arkansas 
delegation to the Democratic 
National Convention around 
Thursday night in the vote on 


• rules to restructure the Demo- 
cratic National Committee. 


The question was whether Ar- 


kansas 
would lose 
voting 


strength on the committee. At 
first it appeared that the state 
would lose. Then it was dis- 
covered that the loss, if any, 
would be small, and Arkansas 
voted 26-1 for the new rules. 


Joe Purcell, the state party 


• chairman, cast the dissenting 
vote. He said he felt the 
changes were being pushed 
through too quickly. 


"I have not had a chance to 


study them adequately," said 
Purcell. "If I don't understand 


fully what I'm voting on, I vote 
no. Things are being given to 
us just before we vote on them, 
and I don't think that's the way 
to do things." 


Gov. Dale Bumpers, the dele- 


gation chairman, arrived at the 
caucus opposed to the rules 
change. He opened the session 
by telling Herb Bingaman of 
Little Rock, Arkansas, repre- 
sentative to the Rules Com- 
mittee. "Herb, I'm really 
disturbed about these rules." 


Bumpers had arranged for 


each delegate to have a copy of 
the proposed new rules. With 
Bingaman explaining 
and 


Bumpers and other delegates 
helping him interpret the lan- 
guage, the rules became pala- 
table. 


Arkansas has two of 100 votes 


on the present National Com- 
mittee. At first it appeared that 
Arkansas would have only two 


of 232 on the new committee. 
Actually, it developed that Ar- 
kansas would have three votes 
of 232 and, while Bumpers 
serves a year as chairman of 
the

Highwoy 29 
work order 
is issued 


The Highway Department 


issued a full work order this 
week which authorizes the 
contractor to begin the major 
work to be done on the recon- 
struction and widening of High- 
way 29, the main north-south 
route in Hope. The project will 
extend from the south city 
limits to U.S. 67, the main east- 
west artery, a distance of 1.5 
miles. 


The street will be widened to 


48 feet from curb to curb and 
new storm drains and other 
utility installations made to 
prevent street flooding and 
partially alleviate off-street 
flooding. 


A partial work order was 


issued last October which 
allowed the contractor to 
remove trees, hedges, and 
retaining walls, and to move 
and reset fences. The contract 
was awarded to Arkansas Rock 
and 
Gravel 
Company of 


Murfreesboro in August, 1971. 
The job will cost approximately 
$508,000. 


Caucus, he will be an ex officio 
member of the committee and 
Arkansas will have four of 232 
votes.

If I were 
the nominee, I would hate to be 
saddled with someone who was 
not compatible with me. But 
until the rules are changed or 
the tradition broken, I intend to 
support the idea that the candi- 
date has a right to pick his run- 
ning mate."

During the first six months of 1972, building permits in 


the City of Hope rose to an astounding $1,972,125, only 
$4,029 off the record total set in 1971 for an entire year. 


Building permits in 1971 totaled $1,976,954, a significant 


increase over the 1970 total of $1,567,380. 


Bill Wray, city building and plumbing inspector, said 


yesterday that permits for the construction of 66 single- 
family dwellings valued at $1,158,000 had been issued this 
year; one multi-family building permit ($33,000); 12 
industrial and commercial ($752,100); and 10 additions 
and alterations ($29,025). 


Status of Women on appoint-

Gun battles rage 
in Belfast today 


BELFAST. Northern Ireland 


f AP) — Gun battles raged in 
the Roman Catholic districts of 
Retfasf early today as the Brit- 
ish army abandoned its "low 
profile" and launched a major 
offensive against guerrillas of 
the Irish Republican Army. 


Shooting erupted in all of Bel- 


fast's ma tor Catholic strong- 
holds after three battalions of 
troops invaded the IRA "no go" 
district of Andersonstown to 
quell Gunmen who had poured 
intensive fire at an army com- 
mand post for four days. 


It was the first time the 


armv had entered one of the 
districts taken over by the IRA. 
In the past such areas have 
been off limits to prevent a 
confrontation with the guer- 
rillas holding sway there. 


Protestant militants have 


been demanding for months 
that the army go into the no go 
areas and clean out the IRA. 


The invasion of Andersonstown 
will probably intensify the Prot- 
estants' demands that the army 
now go into the barricaded 
areas of l/)ndonderry that are 
the most famous symbols of 
Catholic defiance, the Bogside 
andOreggan districts, or "Free 
Derry." as the IRA calls them. 


Army 
headquarters 
said 


about 700 men remained in con- 
trol of Andersonstown early to- 
day but said it did not know 
how long they would stay there. 


Two British troops and three 


civilians were known killed in 
the fighting during the night, 
raising the death toll to at least 
IS since Wednesday and to at 
least 431 in the three years of 
communal violence in Northern 
Ireland. 


The invasion of Andersons- 


town was ordered by Britain's 
administrator for Northern Ire- 
land. William Whitelaw, Army 
headquarters said. It marked a 


reversal, at least temporarily, 
of Whitelaw's policy of reduc- 
ing military activity in an ef- 
fort to wean away the grass- 
roots Catholic support of the 
IRA. 


The retaliation began shortly 


before midnight. 


A sandbagged Army fortifica- 


tion on Tenadoon Avenue had 
been under heavy IRA attack 
with guns and bombs for five 
hours. At one stage a rocket 
was fired at the post but the 
missile missed and hit a neigh- 
boring house. 


About 30 soldiers inside held 


out until some 1,800 men moved 
up in armored personnel car- 
riers. 


A soldier was killed and an- 


other wounded as the troops oc- 
rupied the district, but other- 
wise the task force met little 
resistance. The army said the 
TRA was taken by surprise.

Six die 
in Hope 
district 


The Police Services Division 


in its monthly statistical review 
reported today that 57 persons 
died in traffic fatalities during 
the month of June. According to 
State Police figures this is five 
(5) fewer deaths than recorded 
over the same period a year 
ago. 


Captain 
Milton 
Mosier, 


district commander of the Hope 
District, for the Police Services 
Division, said that six persons 
died during the month of June 
on Arkansas Highways in the 
Hope district. Counties in the 
district recording deaths were 
Clark withJthree deaths, Little 
River, Miller, and Pike one 
each. Hempstead, Howard, 
Lafayette, Nevada and Sevier 
were free of traffic fatalities 
during the reporting period. 


Mosier said troopers in the 


nine-county area investigated 
90 
accidents. 
Hempstead 


County experienced the highest 
accident rate during June 
recording 
19 
accidents, 


followed by Clark, Miller, and 
Nevada counties with 13 ac- 
cidents each, Sevier nine, Pike 
eight, Howard and Little River 
six each, and Lafayette, three 
accidents. 


The report indicated that 


excessive speed was the leading 
contributing cause in the ac- 
cidents followed by failing to 
yield the right of way and 
driving while under the in- 
fluence of alcohol. The 57 traffic 
deaths during June occured in 
51 fatal collisions. Statewide, 
Troopers investigated 1,159 
accidents during the month of 
June.

The airlines also have the op- 


tion of using metal-detecting 
devices or searching passen- 
gers or their hand luggage, but 
are not required to do so. 


"There is no way to calculate 


what percentage of passengers 
pass through the magnetome- 
ters," said Air Transport Asso- 
ciation spokesman James 
McCarthy. "At some boarding 
places all passengers go past 
the devices. At other times or 
places, only persons believed to 
match the profile are sent 
through the detectors." 


According to government sta- 


tistics, 205 persons have been 
arrested during the past 18 
months for trying to board an 
airliner with a weapon or for 
making hijack or sabotage 
threats while boarding a plane.

536 million planned for campaign

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) - 


Sen. George McGovern's finan- 
cial advisers quietly are plan- 
ning to raise $36.5 million for 
the presidential election cam- 
paign, depending in part on 
successful big-donor techniques 
perfected by Republican fund- 
raisers for President Nixon. 


Even before the South Dako- 


tan had sewn up the Democrat- 
ic presidential nomination, the 
money strategy for the fall 
campaign had been outlined to 
about 35 select McGovern fund- 
raisers. 


The private meeting was held 


this week one floor above the 
candidate's command complex 
in the Doral Hotel. That session 
alone reportedly netted $1.3 


million from its well-heeled 
participants. 


Two newsmen who identified 


themselves attended. 


More than 80 per cent of 


McGovern's money since he an- 
nounced for the presidency 18 
months ago has come from 
thousands of small contrib- 
utors, federal records show. 


But McGovern's people hope 


to raise $15 million — or nearly 
half — of their projected cam- 
paign budget in the category 
known to both parties as spe- 
cial gifts. 


This generally means contri- 


butions of $5,000 or more. 


Miles Rubin, a New York 


lawyer heading the special-gifts 
efforts, told the finance com- 
mittee 
meeting:' 
"Sen. 


McGovern now realizes the vi- 
tal need to move into the spe- 
cial-gifts area." 


Increasing public awareness 


of 
campaign 
finance 
has 


brought mounting criticism of 
dependence on large contrib- 
utors. 


"He didn't fully realize it un- 


til a week ago when Morris and 
Henry talked with him and ex- 
plained the full costs of a na- 
tional campaign," Rubin con- 
fided to the meeting. 


Morris is Morris Dees, a 


Montgomery, Ala., lawyer who 
raised $4 million in small con- 
tributions for McGovern's pre- 
convention campaign. Henry is 
Henry Kimelman, a Virgin 
Islands imported and campaign 
finance manager as well as the 


second-largest campaign con- 
tributor to date.

Colts have new owner 


BALTIMORE (AP) - The 


Baltimore Colts, a team with 
nressing problems despite 
havitng the best record in the 
National Football 
League 


during the oast 14 years, has 
new ownership. 


Carroll Rnscnbloom, hand- 


picked to revive the Colts in 
195.1 after a previous franchise 
rollapse. is gone and has been 
replaced by Robert J. Irsay. 


Completing an unusual swap 


of franchises Thursday, Rosen- 
bloom became 100 per cent 
owner of the Ixw Angeles Rams 
and Irsay the majority owner 
of the Colts. 


Irsay, president of a heating 


and air conditioning contract 
firm in .Skokie, 111., currently 


holds 51 per cent of the Balti- 
more stock, but the minority 
ownership apparently is still in 
rtonbt. 


At a news conference Thurs- 


day. Irsay referred to Willard 
"Bud"' Keland of Racine, Wis., 
as his partner, but confirmed 
that the final deal is in a state 
of flux. 


The two reportedly wanted to 


be 50-50 owners when $5 million 
was deposited with the execu- 
tors of the estate of Dan 
Reeves to buy the Rams. 


Rut NFL Commissioner Pete 


Rozelle frowned on such a split, 
requiring a majority stock- 
holder. 


Whatever the final break- 


down of the stock, Irsay has 


taken over as operating man- 
ager of the Colts, who have an 
imposing 131-54-5 record in the 
14 seasons starting with 1958. 


Despite the record. Rosen- 


bloom and the fans have been 
at odds for several years. 


The man selected by the late 


commissioner Bert Bell to head 
the Colts' revival, was upset 
about the failure of the fans to 
support preseason games and 
chided the city government for 
not improving Memorial Sta- 
dium. 


When Rosenbloom hinted he 


would like to move the team, 
and then scheduled training 
camp and three 
preseason 


games in Tampa, Fla., city and 
state officials moved to study

in razzle-dazzle deal

roll Rosenbloom had owned the 
I/is Angeles Rams less than 24 
hours when he declared, "We 
have as good or better chance 
as anyone to take it all."

and after all, the Colts already 
had won a Super Bowl title. 


Rosenbloom 
said Tommy 


Prothro would remain as the 
Rams' coach, saying, "One of 
the reasons I wanted the Rams 
is because he's tied up for five 
years." 


Prothro, former Oregon State 


and UCLA coach, was head 
man of the Rams last year, the 
first of his five-year pact. He 
led the club to an 8-5-1 record. 


The I/is Angeles franchise 


has been for sale since the 
death last year of Dan Reeves, 
the man who brought the club 
West from Cleveland in 1946. 


Rosenbloom admitted 
the 


trade saved him capital gains 
tax and intimated he thought 
the challenges were greater in 
I,ns Angeles. 


He didn't mention the trou-

Bobby's protest rejected 


REYKJAVIK, Iceland (AP) 


— An appeals committee re- 
jected today Bobby Fischer's 
protest against his loss of 
Thursday's world championship 
chess game by forfeit. 


The four-man committee sup- 


ported the decision of chief ref- 
eree I/othar Schmid to award 
the game to Boris Spassky be- 
cause Fischer failed to appear. 


The decision left Fischer two 


games down in a 24-game 
match where Fischer needs the 
equivalent of 12 victories and a 
draw to take Spassky's title. 


Fischer stayed in his hotel 


room Thursday and refused to 
play unless three cameras film- 
ing the match for movie and 
television sales were removed 
from the hall. Since the Ameri- 
can challenger lost the first 
game on Wednesday, referee 
Lothar Schmid's forfeit ruling 
gave Spassky a 2-0 lead. 


Schmid wid the third game 


of the 24-«*me match would be 
h*U on schedule Sunday, but 
the future of the match was 
very much in doubt. 


Schmid said it depends on 


whether Fischer continues his 
boycott. He added that the 
Work} Chess Federation— 
FIDE—could step in at any 
time and disqualify him. But 
Dr. Max Ewwe. president of the 
ontaaiutiMi. said Schmid was 
st»i« charge * the match and 


must decide how to handle the 
American. 


A spokesman for promoter 


Chester Fox, who bought the 
movie and TV rights for the 
match from the Icelandic Chess 
Federation, said the cameras 
had to stay because "the whole 
financial structure of the match 
depends on it." It was the pros- 
pect of movie and TV sales that 
allowed the Icelanders to offer 
a record 1125,000 purse to the 
two players, and Fischer and 
Spassky are also to divide a 
share of the movie-TV money 
estimated at a minimum of 
855.000. 


Fox said Fischer admitted he 


couldn't hear or see the three 
cameras, but "he said they 
bothered him because he knew 
they were there."

the cameras Wednesday night 
and left the chess board in the 
sports palace for half an hour 
before conceding defeat in the 
first match. Intense negotia- 
tions through the rest of the 
night and all day Thursday 
failed to coax him from his ho- 
tel room. 


Spassky had arrived mean- 


while and was seated behind 
the black figures before a 
crowd of about 1.000. or less 
than half the capacity of the 
sports palace. 


The white pieces, and with 


them the first move, were Fis- 
cher's as the loser of the first 
game. At 5 p.m., the scheduled 
starting, Schmid started the 
playing clock. When the hour 
time limit for the first move by 
Fischer passed, the referee de- 
clared a forfeit. 


Spassky was given a standing 


ovation as he left the hall. 


Jivo Nei, a Spassky assistant, 


called Fischer's refusal to ap- 
pear "a grave insult not only to 
the Soviet people but to the 
whole world."

'Fat Albert 
in Vietnam 


SAIGON (AP) - The U.S. 


Navy announced today the in- 
troduction of a new, one-ton 
video bomb called "Fat Albert" 
into the air war against North 
Vietnam and termed it highly 
effective. 


The weapon is an improved 


version of the "Walleye" tele- 
vision bomb and has been in 
use for the past month, the 
Navy said. 


Capt. Marland W. Towsend, 


commanding officer of the car- 
rier Kitty Hawk, said the first 
six Fat Alberts released scored 
direct hits against their targets 
and reduced the risk that 
American pilots would be hit by 
ground fire. 


Townsend said four bridges 


were downed and two military 
supply 
buildings were 
de- 


stroyed by the bombs. 


"You 
can't beat 100 per 


cent." he said. 


The Fat Albert, named by 


fliers aboard the Kitty Hawk, is 
twice as powerful as the Wall- 
eye and has a television cam- 
era in the nose to direct the 
bomb to the target. 


The U.S. Command 
an- 


nounced, meanwhile, that U.S. 
pilots carried out 270 tactical 


air strikes against targets in- 
side North Vietnam Thursday. 


Radio Hanoi claimed that 14 


U.S. warplanes bombed a sec- 
tion of dikes in North Viet- 
nam's Hai Hung Province on 
Tuesday and that a large num- 
ber of Western newsmen saw 
it. 


The broadcast said the news- 


men had been taken to the area 
near Hiep Ca and Nan Hung 
villages to see damage alleged- 
ly done to dikes there by U.S. 
bombs two days earlier. 


In the ground war, more 


heavy fighting was reported to- 
day on South Vietnam's north- 
ern front, where 20,000 Saigon 
troops are on a drive to retake 
Quang Tri Province, which fell 
to the North Vietnamese May 1. 


The Saigon command said its 


troops had not entered the 
Quang Tri City limits, but re- 
ported a series of battles rang- 
ing from two to 3% miles north- 
east of the provincial capital. 


Spokesmen said 114 North 


Vietnamese troops were killed, 
almost half of them by air and 
artillery strikes, and 41 weap- 
ons captured. Three South Viet- 
namese marines were reported 
killed and 14 wounded. 


Hanoi's new missile 
is causing concern

SAIGON (AP) — Hanoi's in- 


troduction of a heat-seeking So- 
viet antiaircraft missile into the 
Vietnam war is generating con- 
siderable concern among U.S. 
and South Vietnamese com- 
manders and has brought about 
some drastic changes in their 
fliers' tactics. 


The weapon is the SA7, or 


"Strela" — a Soviet missile 


which the North Vietnamese 
fire from the shoulder like a 
bazooka. It is much like the 
U.S. Redeye missile. 


The Strela is equipped with 


an infrared homing device that 
is attracted to the heat given 
off by an aircraft engine and 
carries a high-explosive war- 
head. It has proved very effec- 
tive, especially against the 
comparatively slow helicopters 
and propeller planes, officers 
say.

The spotlight is on Elvis, presenting 
over 30 songs — some old favorties — and manv new ones. 


Some officers consider it the 


most effective of the several 
weapons used for the first time 
by the North Vietnamese in the 
current offensive — the others 
include long-range artillery, 
medium tanks and wire-guided 
missiles. 


Military sources estimate 


that more than a dozen U.S. 
aircraft and at least that many 
South Vietnamese helicopters 
and planes have been downed 
by Strela missiles since they 
appeared on the battlefield in 
early May. 


The only Americans known to 


have survived being hit by one 
of the missiles were two Army 
pilots whose helicopter gunship 
crash landed in some trees 
after a missile blew off its tail 
boom near An Loc. 


The Strela has been used 


most often around An Loc and 
along Highway 13. It was so ef- 
fective there that midway 
through the siege of the provin- 
cial capital, U.S. helicopters 
quit flying in the area, and 
spotter planes were forced to 
operate at 10,000 feet, above the 
estimated 8,000-foot range of 
the missile. 


Among the tactics devised by 


pilots is low-level flying which 
often enables a helicopter to fly 
through a danger zone before 
the enemy can bring the weap- 
on to bear. Another, used with 
middling success, is cutting 
power and allowing the helicop- 
ter to "autorotate" toward the 
ground; the sudden drop causss 
the missile to zoom past harm- 
lessly. 


U.S. and South Vietnamese 


airmen have used still another 
gimmick — tossing out ther- 
mite grenades or parachute 
flares. The missile diverts to 
the hotter target.
